LIEUTENANT EINAR- 


PAAL LUNDBORG. 
(Times, Wide , World 


NEW hero has been added to the 
A long list in the person of Lieu- 
tenant Einar-Paal Lundborg, the 
Swedish flier who rescued General No- 
— the commander of the ill-fated 
alia expedition, from an ice-floe in 
the Arctic, and who, while attempting 
the rescue of others later on, had his 
plane smashed, leaving him marooned 
on the ice. After many days of peril 
and ,suffering he escaped to civiliza- 
tion through the assistance of a brother 
airman. 

Lundborg’s life has been marked by 
stirring adventure. His father was a 
Lutheran minister and hoped that his 
son would follow in his footsteps. The 
youngster, however, had other views, 
and after he had graduated from col- 
lege in his nineteenth year he joined 
the Swedish Army as a cadet in 1914. 

In 1915 he was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant and was attached to 
the Fifth Trang Regiment. As a cadet 
he distinguished himself as one of the 
best ski runners, horsemen and all- 
around athletes in the army. After a 
year’s service he resigned and joined 
the German Army. At the close of the 
war he was discharged with a Captain’s 
commission. 

He Had no more than returned to 
his home in the State of Upland when 
he again heard the call of adventure. 
The Finns were fighting Soviet Rus- 
sia, and Lundborg obtained a commis- 
sion as Captain in the Finnish army. 
He was attached to the Tank Corps. 

During an engagement three tanks 
were surrounded by two companies of 
enemy infantry. The crews of two of 
the tanks were killed. Two of the three 
men in the third tank also were slain. 
Lundborg was the third man. Using 
his tank as a fort he fought the Rus- 
sians until aid arrived. For this ex- 
ploit the White Rose of Finland was 
awarded to him. 

His next appearance in a uniform was 
on the Baltic when he again fought 
against the forces of Russia, this time 
with the Latvians and Esthonians. 

After peace was declared he returned 
to Sweden ‘and entered the Air Force. 
Soon he had made a name for himself 
_2s one of the foremost fliers in the Swe- 
dish Army. Combined with his daring 
and willingness to risk his neck, he 
showed a keen, quick intelligence that 
permitted him to analyze a situation al- 
most instantly and a belief in himself 
that enabled him to act on one of his 
“snap” decisions. 

This consummate soldier of fortune 
is now in his thirty-third year, so that 
he has plenty of time for new adven- 
tures.

life that Homer Croy gives us in 

“Caught!” The title is suggestive 
of detection and catastrophe and is not 
belied by the tale that follows. 

The scene is laid in Junction City 
and centres about Connie Webb, the 
charming young wife of Walter Webb, 
who holds the office of County Re- 
corder and is a leading figure in the 
civic life of the place. He is a man 
of unblemished character, a bit austere 
and inclined to be severe on the short- 
comings of others. Connie, his wife, 
is the leader of the younger married 
set in the community, gay and popu- 
lar. She and Walter love each other 
and their affection is cemented ‘by 
the coming of lovely twin children. 
They have seemingly everything to 
make them happy with one exception.

tional demonstrations for white families 
of modest means in the city, negro fami- 
lies, and farm families. One house was 
designed and built by boys in the manual 
training classes of a local school. 

Sacramento, Cal., won third prize in this 
class, with an educational program de- 
signed especially to reach the future 
homemakers. Six houses were used for 
demonstration; each was located in a 
different school section and the campaign 
sponsored in each section by a local 
parent-teacher association. 

Fourth prize was awarded to Little 
Rock, Ark., for an excellent program which 
received the support and cooperation of 
schools and all civic groups in the city. 
Four houses were used for demonstration, 





one of them especially designed as a home 
for a negro wage-earning family; also the 
home management apartment of the 
Senior High School. 


In the class of towns under 10,000 popu- 
lation, Marysville, Cal., won first prize for 
a program centring about the demonstra- 
tion of an adobe farm house and attrac- 
tive home garden; Gatlinburg, Tenn., sec- 
ond, for the demonstration of a remodeled 
mountain house rebuilt and furnished by 
boys and girls of the Settlement School; 
Ames, Iowa, third, for the demonstration of 
a home skillfully furnished by students of 
Iowa State Agricultural College. St. 
Helena Island, S. C., also received a third 
prize for an excellent civic program. 

For rural programs of county-wide in- 
terest awards were made as follows: 
Pulaski County, Ark., first, for a remark- 
able program and demonstration of the 
remodeling of farm homes for agricultural 
laborers, tenants, and owngrs; Champaign 
County, Ill., second, for a project under- 
taken with the cooperation of the State 
University and farm women of the county; 
and Albermarle County, Va., for remodel- 
ing demonstrations for both whites and 
negroes, and Warren County, Miss., for 
extensive remodeling projects, third. Santa 
Cruz County, Cal,, was given a special 
third prize in this class for an unusual 
series of contests and tours to improved
